Defence cut decision 
now up to Begin

Die crucial decision on trimming 
the defence budget now rests with 
Premier and Acting Defence 
Minister Menahem Begin. It is due 
today, when be and Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvitz bold their 
fourth meeting on the subject, 
before the weekly cabinet session. 

Begin and Hurvitz are due to meet 
at 8 &.m. If this last-minute discus- ' 
si on yields nothing, the cabinet may 
hold over all budget talk until mid- 
week. 

The two met on Friday, together 
with. Treasury and Defence 
Ministry personnel. But it was soon 
obvious that there was no com- 
promise to be seen and Begin made 
no decisions. 

Defence personnel raised a 
number of' objections to the 
Treasury proposals and asked that 
certain alternative Ideas for cutting 
projects be considered. Examina- 


tion of these proposals is supposed 
to be ready by this morning. 

Once these details are in, the ball 
will be squarely in Begin ’s court, 
and whatever decision is taken will 
be his to make on political grounds. 

Deputy Defence Minister 
Mbrdechai Zipori and his director- 
general Yosef Ma’ayan have gone 
to considerable lengths to battle, 
against the cuts and have tried to 
bring Begin around to their view of 
only minimal trimming. 

The Treasury - insists on its 
original ISlb. to ISl.5b. cut in the 
defence budget. It wants to cut local 
demand and government expen- 
ditures In an effort to slow inflation. 

The fear la the Treasury is. that 
the close on 18200m. in the Com- 
munications Ministry budget and 
the IS350m. lopped from the Hous- 
ing Ministry budget will both be 
reversed If the ministers concerned 
learn that these cuts have not found 
a parallel in the Defence Ministry.

WASHINGTON. — The tJ-8. ad- 
ministration Is determined to try to 
reach an agreement on Palestinian 
autonomy before the November 
elections, senior UJS. officials said 
on Friday. 

The officials* statements, coming 
close on the heels of the declaration 
issued by the European Common 
’Market eonntries In Venice, 
negated earlier widespread 
speculation to the contrary. 

U.S.’ President Jimmy Carter, 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskie 
and other senior U.S. officials also 
said they believe that Friday's Mid- 
dle East declaration by the EEC 
represents a "compromise'’ whose 
damage to the U.S. -sponsored 
Camp David peace process can be 
contained. 

Carter and Muskie 'announced on 
Friday that the heads of the Israeli 
and Egyptian delegations to the 
autonomy talks , Ulterior Minister 
Yosef Burg and Egyptian Foreign 
Minister K&mal Hassan All, would 
meet here on July 2 and 3 with 
special Middle East Ambassador 
Sol Linowitz in an effort to revive 
the stalled negotiations. 

Many U.S. commentators had 
suggested in recent weeks that the 
administration merely wanted to 
"tread water" until after the elec- 
tions. But top officials told The 
Jerusalem Poet on Friday that the 
president personally believes an 
autonomy agreement would go a 
long way. towards increasing bis 
domestic popularity and eventual 
prospects for reelection. 

This new political strategy can be 
expected to become apparent in the 
coining days and weeks, the of- 
ficials said. 

At a State Department news con- 
ference on Friday, Muskie. caHed 
the language in the European com- 
munique “interesting." 

"I do not see anything on its face 
which directly challenges the Camp 
David process or seeks to divert the 
effort of the parties to the Camp 
David process from their work," he 
’said.' "And that being the case, I see 
no reason why we should not he able 
to proceed with the Comp David 
process." 

Muskie specifically welcomed a 
•subsequent statement by Italian 
Premier Francesco Cosaiga which 
emphasized that it was not the in- 


tent of the Europeans to undermine 
Camp David. 

"That is the signal that we have 
been getting, of course, for the last 
week," Muskie said. 

Repeating longstanding U.S. 
policy, Muskie rejected Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) 
participation in the negotiations un- 
til. the PLO accepted Israel’s right 
to exist and UN Security Council 
resolution 242. 

. “The PLO's position Is that it Is 
not Interested In a negotiated 
agreement with Israel," he' said. 
"It is interested only in Israel’s ex- 
tinction. That being the case, how 
do you invite them to Join a negotia- 
tion aimed at ensuring Israel’s sur- 
vival? Before you can negotiate 
with them, they have got to aban- 
don that point of view." 

Carter made a dwriiar statement 
on Friday in an interview with 
Jewish editors and publishers at the 
White House. (Adjacent story) 

Muskie conceded that a com- 
prehensive agreement in the Mid- 
dle East will require broader par- 
ticipation than just Israel, Egypt 
and the U.S. 


Muskie said the Palestinian peo- 
ple will have to lie associated with 
an overall agreement. "Whether or 
not we would acquiesce in PLO par- 
ticipation — so long as they con- 
tinue on the record to be opposed to 
Israel’s survival — Is another 

question," he said. 

- ^*1 mean the ball is in the PLO's 
court," he said. "How do you ex- 
pect a country in Israel's position to 
negotiate and reach an agreement 
with a group which is bent on its 
destruction and which repeats over 
and over again that that is Its objec- 
tive, as It did recently (when) it 
reaffirmed in effect, that longstan- 
ding objective. I think that until the 
PLO backs off from that long 
repeated stand, that It Is not. in our 
judgement, eligible to participate 
In specific negotiations." 

Clearly, U.S. officials believe that 
the European initiative could have 
been more disruptive. From the 
start, the Americans were hoping 
that the Europeans would merely 
issue a statement, rather than in- 
troduce a new UN Security Council 
resolution or issue a detailed

Cabinet likely to score 
EEC declaration today

“Bad — but it could have been 
worse” was the unofficial reaction 
In Jerusalem at the weekend to the 
European Community's statement 
in Venice on the Middle East. 

The cabinet is expected to issue a 
strongly critical reaction today.' 
But privately government officials 
seemed relieved that tbe 
Europeans had discarded earlier, 
French-inspired drafts which from 
Israel's standpoint were 
significantly worse. 

• Today's cabinet statement la like- 
ly to include some of the remarks 
made by Premier Menahem Begin: 
in a recent Knesset speech regar- 
ding European countries’ wartime 
collaboration with the Nazi an- 
'nihilation of the Jews. 

That Knesset statement, it has 
now been learned, was unanimous- 
ly approved by the cabinet In ad- 
vance. 


Begin recalled the collaboration 
of Vichy France and Fascist Italy 
in deporting Jews to the death 
camps, and Implied that other 
nations in occupied Europe did not 
do their utmost to save Jews, singl- 
ing out Denmark as an exception. 
This record, he argued, denied the 
Europeans today the right to advise 
the Jewish State on matters of its 
defence and existence, or on the 
need to negotiate with the "Nazi- 
like" PLO. 

Begin did. not respond to calls 
from tbe Knesset floor pointing out 
that Britain, an EC member, could 
hardly be included in this criticism. 
But an aide to the premier explain- 
ed subsequently that Britain in the 
War had refused to bomb the 
railway lines to the death camps — 
and therefore shared in Europe's 
guilt, ,

EEC group may visit Middle East 


VENICE. — Common Market 
leaders, undeterred by criticism 
from both Palestinians and 
Israelis, intend trying to contact all 
rides in the Middle East to push a 
peace initiative.

South Africans stun SWAPO in Angola 


JOHANNESBURG. — South 
African forces continued m opping- 
up operations and collection Of war 
booty in southern Angola yesterday 
after a surprise attack on a A n go l an 
base of . nationalist guerrillas 
fighting In Namibia, the South 
African Press Association reported 
yesterday. 

Sixteen South African soldiers, 
both white and black, were killed in 
tbe raid along with an estimated 200 
guerrillas of the South-West 
African People's Organization 
(SWAPO). 

But SAPA -reported that the 
guerrilla casualty figure "is believ- 
ed to be far lower than the real 
number of SWAPO casualties. 
Many bodies hidden deep In the 
buah will never be found, while 
there are signs that SWAPO remov- 
ed some of the bodiea in the night." 

The latest Information *oh the 


raid, carried out by troops and 
warplanes on an undisclosed day 
earlier last week, emerged at a 
military briefing for South African 
journalists In Pretoria. 

Prime Minister Pieter Botha 
broke the news of the assault in a 
speech on Friday before parlia- 
ment In Cape Town. 

Botha, said the SWAPO guerrillas 
— fighting for control of South-West 
Africa, also known as Namibia — 
had established a new Angola 
headquarters to coordinate forays 
Into the territory after South 
African forces destroyed their 
■■Moscow" base camp In a 1978 
raid. 

The invasion force swept 05 km. 
into southern Angola’s central 
region to overrun the main head- 
quarters and 78 smaller bases 
captured more ftw ioo tons of 


Soviet-made weapons and amnfuni- 
tlon. 

The government, meanwhile, 
worried about a series of rallies 
called to commemorate bloody 
rioting four years ago, has banned 
all gatherings of more than 10 peo- 
ple for the rest of tbe month. 

Justice Minister Alwyn 
Schlebusch issued a special govern- 
ment notice shortly before mid- 
night on Friday imposing the ban 
from yesterday unto the end of 
June. 

Tbe action, taken under the 
Riotous Assemblies Act, effectively 

prevents thousands of blacks and 
coloured (mulatto) people from 
attending commemorations plann- 
ed for today and tomorrow — the 
fourth anniversary of rioting In 
Soweto where more than 600 per- 
sons died on June 16, 1976.

Tbe Nine made It clear that their 
limited initiative would in no way 
undermine the Camp David 
agreements. 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter had 


warned the Western leaders, not to 
cut across or detract from the 
Camp David process. 

U.S. Secretary of State Edmund 
Muskie's Initial reaction was that 
he did not see anything which 
directly challenged Camp David. 

The objective of the EEC's 
proposed contacts In the Middle 
East Is to get the views of the 
various parties on principles in the 
Venice declaration. 

After these consultations, the 
community leaders will determine 
the form which their peace in- 
itiative could take.

Carter still says ‘No’ to 
PLO despite Venice stand

WASHINGTON. — U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter is sticking to his 
refusal to recognize or negotiate 
with the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO), despite the 
European Economic Community's 
call for a PLO role In Middle East 
negotiations. 

Carter told a group of Jewish 
journalists Invited to the White 
House on Friday: 

"We will not negotiate with tbe 
PIX) and we will not recognize the 
i PLO’s status until after the PIX) 
recognizes Israel’s right to exist 
and until the PLO also recognizes 
that UN Security Council resolution 
242 is the basis for further p ro g re s s 
for a comprehensive settlement." 

Carter said that he will use all of 
his “persuasive power" to en- 
courage Jordan’s King Hussein to 


join the Camp David peace process 
when they meet on Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

In an interview with the 
American Jewish Press Associa- 
tion, the president also said that the 
U.S. had recently made “good 
progress" In stopping the West 
European allies from trying to 
change resolution 242. 

He spoke only moments after the 
Europeans released what the ad-', 
ministration regarded as a "com- 
promise" statement on Middle East 
peace. : 

Answering questions bn several 
controversial Middle East issues,' 
Carter reaffirmed his support for 
the Camp David agreements. He in- 
sisted that “there's no doubt in my 
mind that both the Israeli and 
Egyptian people are deeply com-; 
mitted to the peace process." 

But he remained very firm in op-

Peres,~Rabin: Labour would 
givemost ‘areas’ to Jordan 


PARIS (Reuter). — Labour Party 
leaders Shimon Peres and Yi tzhak 
Rabin said in interviews published 
here yesterday that the greater 
part of the West Bank should be 
returned to Jordanian administra- 
tion. - — ---• 

. Peres and Rabin were quoted In 
the weekly "Le Figaro" magazine 
in separate -Interviews. 

Rabin specified that Israel should 
retain a defence line along the Jor- 
dan Valley while Perea spoke of a 
“Jo rdani an-P atestinion regime ... 
Integrated In the Hashemite 
Kingdom." Peres also spoke, of 
granting rapid' autonomy to the 
Gaza strip. 

Former Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan told the magazine that the 
West Bank should be a neutral zone, 
neither Israeli- nor Jordanian. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
reiterated his rejection of return to 
Israel's pre-June 1967 borders. 
Begin said the idea of a West Euro- 
pean initiative in the Middle East 
was shameful. 

In Jerusalem yesterday the 
prime minister's bureau said that 
Begin gave the interview to "Le 
Figaro" & week ago. His 
statements should therefore not be 
seen as a reaction to the decisions 
of the EC summit on Ffiday. In the 
interview Begin talked of Europe as 
a continent "drenched In Jewish 
blood." How, he said, thrse "large 
free nations" are "lifting their hand 


against the tiny Jewish state," by 
proposing to recognize the PLO 
which "promises to repeat 
genocide, only one generation after 
Auschwitz. 

The battery of Interviews was 
part ' of the weekly magazine's 
cover story on the West Bank situa- 
tion. 

"We will be ready to give back to 
Jordan the regions where most of 
the Palestinians live. The territory 
will become’ a Jordanlan- 
Palestinian state. We Can propose 
to King Hussein -tbat he administer 
it.* Rabin said. 

Perea said: We should

posing the establishment of any ad- 
ditional Israeli settlements on the 
West Bank. He noted that “there's 
difference of opinion, I might say, 
within Israel itself about whether 
there should be a cessation of the 
construction of additional 
settlements until a peace agree- 
ment is reached." 

While opposing new settlements, 
Carter said, for the first time, that 
“I do endorse the concept that Jews 
should have a right to live where 
they choose and Jews should have a 
right to leave a place of their 
choosing." 

Last month, yice-President 
Walter Mondale made a similar 
statement before a Jewish audience 
here. 

Oh Friday-,' the preeldent 
elaborated:' 11 The thing that is 
troubling about the establishment 
of settlements under the aegis and 
with the sponsorship and 
sometimes the financing of the 
Israeli government is that it in- 
dicates to the Palestinian Arabs, to 
the Egyptians and to others that 
Israel will not carry out the prin- 
ciples of the Camp David accords in 
withdrawing their government, 
military government, and es- 
tablishing a security outpost.” 

“This Is a long-time position of 
the U.S. It’s one that has been dis- 
cussed clearly with Prime Minister 
Begin and it. does not mean at all 
that we oppose Jews living where 
they ohoose, including on the West 
Bank.” 

Carter's candid comments about 
his upcoming sessions with King 
Hussein was a clear departure from 
' earlier administration assertions In 
recent days playing down the Camp 
David aspects of the long-delayed 
meeting. 

Other administration officials, in- 
cluding Secretary of State Edmund 
Muekie at hia news conference on 
Friday, have been.amdoua to avoid 
"embarrassing" Hussein by 
associating hia visit to an American 
effort to win his participation in the 
autonomy talks. 

Carter was considerably more- 
candid than Muakie in discussing 
this sensitive issue. “I will certain- 
ly encourage King Hussain to join in 
these talks as soon as it’s possible 
for him to agree to do so,” he said. 
“Tide has been our position since 
the Camp David agreement was 
reached." 

The president noted Hussein's 
refusal "so far" to enter the 
process. “One of the reasons that he 
states is that he was not adequately 
consulted before the terms of the 
Camp David accords were reached 
by me and Begin and Sadat, and 
therefore, this Is an imposed agree- 
ment demanding that he join the 
talks when he was not involved In 
the decision Itself.” 

Carter continued: “But thiar will 
be the first time I've met personally 
with King Hussein since Camp 
David, and 111 use all the per- 
suasive power that I have to en- 
courage him within the bounds of 
his own decision, of course — he 
represents an Independent nation — 
to be constructive in b r i n gi n g ab out 
a comprehensive peace, and 1*11 try 
to convince him that the beat 
procedure for doing this Is in accor- 
dance with the Camp David ac- 
cords itself.” 

Regarding Israel's security con- 
cerns on the West Bank, the presi- 
dent said the Camp David 
agreements “prescribe an ade- 
quate commitment to larael's 
security, that is that m ili t ary 
government will be withdrawn and 
that security posts at agreed 
locations be established. ” 

Repeatedly, the president said 
the Camp David agreement called 
for Israeli withdrawal to “agreed 
locations" until he was re mi nd ed 
that the exact wording was 
"specified locations.” 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
and other Israeli officials have 
stressed that the Americana and 
Egyptians tried to insert the wo rd 
"agreed*.' at Camp David hut Israel 
rejected It because It Implied an 
Arab veto power over the location 
of Israeli security outposts. 
"Specified” Israel .offi c ials have 


said, suggest that Israel alone could 
"specify" these locations. 

The president said that Israel 
"and othen” would determine the 
location of the security outposts. 
When pressed to elaborate, he 
agreed that Israel would have the 
“primary" role in determining the 
locations. 

“We discussed at Camp David, 
along with Weizman and Dayan and 
Prime Minister Begin, the possible 
location of those outposts and the 
possible level of military forces to 
be stationed there, hut no decision 
waa made. The tentative places and 
figures put forward by the military 
leaders seem to he generally accep- 
table. If Israel proposed a location 
ora. series of locations that was not 
acceptable, then Israel would not 
have to agree to the overall 
agreement,” he saidt - - 

As he has in the past. Carter 
noted that the T/TS. haa ^'not 
demanded from Israel that any 
settlements be dismantled. We 
have requested from Prime 
Minister Begin and others that 
some establishment of new 
settlements be ceased until after an 
agreement could be reached in 
order to expedite the process. 

' Israel disagrees. Their government 
makes the decision and they have 
so far carried those decisions out.” 

Carter differentiated between in- 
dividual Jews living an the West 
Bank and civilian settlements. “I 
would not be willing to endorse the 
concept of establishing civilian 
settlements on the West Bank but I 
.do endorse the concept that Jews 
should have a right to live where 
they choose...” 

Asked how Israel might imprdve 
its deteriorating image in the 
world, the president replied that 
t “demonstrated progress on the 
Camp David accords... la the beat 
solution to that problem." 

He said that “one of the reasons 
why there’s such an absence of sup- 
port for Israel's position is that 
many of the farmer friends and 
allies of Israel don’t think that the 
Camp David talks are going to 
succeed." 

“To the extent that we make 
progress, those European nations 

— the Scandinavian countries and 
others — I think win come back to a 
more balanced approach to the 
question. And if we can ever get the 
Palestinian Arabs and the refugees 
represented in the talks through the 
West Bank mayors, the Gaza 
mayors and others, I think this will 
alleviate tension considerably and 
not only will atop the rash of UN 
resolutions, but also will strengthen 
support far a balanced decision on 
those matters." 

On Arab investments in the UJL, 
Carter said that specific action 
designed to reduce such in- 
vestments was impractical. Singl- 
ing out specific religious groups or 
ethnic nationalities would violate 
the equality of treatment 
guaranteed by U-S. law, he said. 

He referred to the 390b. a year 
which the U.S. was “exporting" to 
the OPEC countries for oil 
purchases. "The OPEC countries 
have to have a place to Invest that 
money, and If they invested all of 
that money in countries other than 
ourselves, it would be a net drain 
from oar economy of a. greatly 
magnified and very damaging 
nature," he explanfed. 

“I know that an Arab 'group here 
was going to buy, or might buy a 
bank — they bought one In Atlanta 

— and it was top headlines in all the 
newspapers, so there is an inclina- 
tion in the American press to 
publicize those Arab investments 
much mare, I think, than any other 
nationality or group that I know.” 

The U.8. would continue to-preas 
for high levels of Soviet Jewish 
emigration, especially the 
reuniting of divided families.

TEL, AVIV. — The Peres-Rahln 
feud was rekindled over the 
weekend following, a new opinion 
poll which indicates more support 
than ever for former prime 
minister Yitzhak Rabin among 
Labour voters. 

The dames were fuxther fanned 
by a pro-Rabin newspaper adver- 
tisement which sent temperatures 
soaring among backers of Labour 
chairman Shimon Peres. 

According to a yet to be published 
opinion poll conducted by Mina 
Zemach for the "Monitin” monthly, 
£7.6 per cent of those who identified 
themselves as Labour voters prefer 
to see Rabin as the party's can- 
didate for prime minister. Only 38.5 
per cent want to see Peres as their 
party’s number-one man. This 
represents a 8.3 per cent rise for 
Rabin over last month's poll and a 
20.8 per cent drop for Peres. 

Things look even worse for Peres 
when all segments of the popula- 
tion, and not just Labour voters, are 
asked to choose between the two. 
Here 62.5 per cent of those polled 
favour Rabin as against 27.1 for 
Peres. For Rabin this constitutes a 
6.4 per cent Increase over the last 
poll, while Peres dropped by 9.2 per 
cent. 


When the popularity contest also 
include# prime minister 
Menahem Begin and Ezer Weiz- 
man. Rabin Is still In the lead with 
38.7 per cent. This is a 9.4 per cent 
increase. Begin's fortunes also 
show a slight improvement, with 
23.9 per cent favouring him. a near- 
ly 3 per cent rise over last month's 
results. 

Weizman seems to have been 
hurt by his resignation and 1 head-on 
collisions with Begin and dropped 
by 5.1 per cent to last place with 
only 12.6 per cent supporting him 
for the post of prime minister. 

The new poll results were used by 
the pro-Rabin Urim group in & 
series of advertisements run in the 
Hlstadrut daily "Davar" and in the 
evening papers on Friday. 

The Rabin camp meanwhile com- 
plains bitterly that its supporters 
among party employees feel 
threatened. Some have received 
hints that they might be fired and 
many, like a large number of local 
workers' council chairman, are 
afraid to meet Rabin in the open. A 
leading pro-Rabin activist told The 
Jerusalem Post that people are 
afraid to openly identify 
themselves as Rabin supporters 
and this is now his major problem 
within the party machine proper."

Minting will end 
coin speculation

The Bank of Israel is to mint one 
agora, 10 agorot, and one lira coins, 
all bearing the current 5740 date. 

The move follows a rush on coins 
of this date which has pushed their 
price up to collectors to many times 
their face value. 

When the government decided to 
change the coinage and introduce 
the shekel, the central bank stopped 
issuing coins in the old 
denominations. Only a few thou- 
sand of the old coins were minted 
with the 5740 date, .and their 
numismatic value has jumped sky- 
high following the sudden change- 
over. 

The bank has now decided that 
the public should be aide to acquire 
commemorative sets of the last 
5740 lira coin series at a reasonable 
price. 

But with one of the three coins in 
the series (l agora) now no longer 
legal tender, the legal aspect of the 
new minting will have to be check- 
ed. When this has been clarified, 
the central bank will issue an- 
nouncements on how the aeries can 
be bought.

3 Afghan ex-ministers 
executed for ‘murder’ 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP). — 
Three more Afghan cabinet 
ministers who served deposed 
president HAflzullah HaflruUah 

Amin have been executed, radio 
Kabul reported yesterday. 

The broadcast monitored here 
said they were sentenced by the 
Revolutionary Court which found 
them guilty of murdering innocent 
persons as well as other un- 
disclosed crimes against the 
Afghan people and government. 

The executions brought to 13 the 
number announced this week. 

Meanwhile, leaders of wide- 
ly separated rebel forces in 
Afghanistan have for the first time 
tried to co-ordinate their military 
. resistance to the Soviet-backed 
government in Kabul, U.S. officials 
said yesterday. 

As many as 1,000 leaders of rebel 
groups met about 10 days ago 
•across the border In Pakistan to try 

- to work together in what have so fax 

- been feeble raids against Soviet and 
Afghan government forces, the of- 
ficials said. 

, Recently rebel forces appeared to 
have tried, although without major 
success, to converge on. Kabul from 
several directions, according to 
U.S. officials. 

But they lacked a central com- 
mand and proper communications, - 
the officials said. 

'I They held out no hope that the 
-rebels could overthrow the 89,000 
^well-equipped Soviet troops in 


Afghanistan, though Soviet and 
Afghan government forces can now 
only claim control over Kabul 
and two or three other cities such as 
Herat Kandahar and Jalalabad. 

Reports of heightened Soviet ac- 
tivity around Kabul, including the 
arrival of troop-carrying planes, 
have prompted speculation that 
■ Moscow may be planning some 
major military move in the near 
future. 

Although U.S. officials could not 
confirm the reports, they noted 
what appear to be preparations for 
a long-term Soviet military 
presence in Afghanistan including 
the building of barracks and clubs 
and the setting up of fuel storage 
areas. 

Meanwhile, heavy fighting and 
scores of casualties were reported 
when Afghan rebels on Friday am- 
bushed a Soviet armoured column 
on its way to reinforce an Isolated 
and ' besieged Afghan army gar- 
rison, an Insurgent group an- 
nounced in Peshawar, Pakistan. 

There was also a report from 
New Delhi that five Kabul 
policemen were killed last week by 
guerrillas who penetrated .the 
Afghan capital and launched a two-, 
hour night-time gun-battle. 

The Russian column was 
reportedly cut off on Wednesday 
night in hilly eastern Afghanistan, 
about 59 km. west of the Pakistan 
border. (Reuter, AP) 


Swiss fraud suspect in suicide pact 


Assassinations 
in Salvador, 
Guatemala City . 

SAN SALVADOR (AP). — The 
bodies of eight youths under 18 
years old. who had been machine- 
gunned to death on the highway 
leading from the Salvadoran 
capital to Santa Ana, were found 
on Friday. 

Police said no group had claimed 
responsibility, for the deaths, the 
latest in political violence here that 
has claimed 3,500 victims this year. 

In Ahuachapan. about 80 km. 
west of here, three other bodies 
were found, . apparently killed by 

the right-wing ‘'death squad,*' 

authorities said. 

Witnesses also said a mas had 
entered the San Juan de Dios 
Hospital, in Santa Ana, where he 
shot a patient to death with a .49 
calibre pistol. Santa Ana is about 
130 km. northwest of the capital. 

Doctors have been on strike 
throughout the country for two 
weeks protesting against the . 
killings of 10 of their colleagues and 
other patients. The hospital victims 
have been primarily leftists wound- 
ed in armed confrontations. 

In Guatemala City, meanwhile, a . 
businessman and his wife and a 
medical student were killed on Fri- 
day in separate attacks by uniden- 
tified gunmen, federal police said. 

Violent attacks on individuals 
have become a daily occurrence in 
Guatemala a a tension increases 
between extreme rightists and lef- 
tists.-Dozens of university students, 
professors and other professionals 
accused of being leftists have been 
killed, allegedly by secret right- 
wing death squads. 


. LAUSANNE, Switzerland (AP). — 
A Swiss Industrialist and his dlvorc- 
- ed wife died in an apparent suicide 
' pact made by telephone minutes ' 
■ before he was to be arrested as a 
suspect in a 862m. fraud case, 
police said on Friday. 

Officers said they arrived at the 
luxury home of Bulgarian-born Ell 
Pinkas on Tuesday morning shortly 
after he killed himself by taking 
poison, "probably cyanide." 

His former wife, Florence 
Maulaz, killed herself “probably at 
the same time" In an apartment 


Pinkas owned in Cannes, police 
said. 

Police confiscated documents at 
Pinkaa’s home which they claimed 
showed he caused "damage to 
more than 10 Swiss and foreign 
banks, as well as a ■ number of 
private persons" by obtaining 
S 62 m. in credit through falsified 
balance sheets hills. 

Pinkas, 60 . came to Switzerland 
as a chemistry student In 1941. 
Before the end of World War n, he 
discovered a revolutionary method 
to Industrialise production of 
nitrous oxide, or laughing gas, then 
a widely used anaesthetic. 


French sex-peddlers willing to pay tax 


PARIS (Reuter). — France's 
prostitutes are ready to pay taxes 
;llke everyone else, provided there 
■is an end to what they call 
'systematic harassment by the 
authorities. 

At a press conference on Friday 
'leaders of the country's prostitutes 
' — an estimated 30,000 full-timers 
with probably another 60,000 part- 
timers — said they had written to 
Economy Minister Rene Monory 
asking for a meeting. 

Carole, a prostitute activist from 
Marseilles, said the government 
recently began sending, what she. 
called exorbitant tax demands to 
hundreds. of hpr colleagues. . .. - 


"They estimated my earnings 
back over the past eight years and 
demanded, over 570,000 francs 
03627.000) in tax," she said. 

"How on earth can anyone get out 
of this game if they have to pay 
such exorbitant sums? It’s a vicious 
circle," she added. 

Mary, spokeswoman for the 
Paris Prostitutes* Defence Associa- 
tion, said -her members were 
prefectly happy to pay Income tax 
Just like other members of the com- 
munity, but not while police dally 
handed, out thousands of sum- 
monses for soliciting each one 
carrying a 400-franc {13440}- fine. _ 


7 years hard 
labour for 
Moscow activist 

MOSCOW (AP). — Viktor 
Neklpelov, a poet and member of 
. the Helsinki human rights monitor- 
' ing group, was sentenced on Friday 
to seven years in labour camp 
followed by five years of Internal 
exile, the maximum penalty for 
“anti-Soviet agitation and 
propaganda,*’ dissident sources 
reported. 

FeW details of the three-day trial 
in the city of Kameshkovo, 180 kma. 
east of Moscow, were immediately 
available. 

Neklpelov, 52, is a pharmacist by 
profession who is known In the West 
for his poems and articles in 
defence of human rights and his ac- 
tivities in the Helsinki group. He is 
a member of the French branch of 
the PEN international writers’ 
club. 

Nekipelov was arrested last 
December 7 and held until his trial 
in Vladimir, 150 kms. east of 
Moscow. 

He previously served two years in 
prison in 1973^75 for '“slander** ’ 
against- the Soviet state.

Khomeini’s son chides in BRIEF 
Moslems for violence 


TEHERAN .(UPI).— Ayatollah 
Khomeini’s only surviving son, 
Sayed Ahmad, yesterday denounc- 
ed Moslem militants for their at- 
tack on an opposition rally on 
Thursday amid signs the incident 
could snowball into yet another 
political crisis. 

The 35-year-old Khomeini, 
himself a religious leader, called 
the attack "a disgrace to God and 
Islam," telling fundamentalists, “if 
force could rule, the Shah would 
still be here." 

. A member of the Mujahideen 
Khalq (People's Warriors) 
organization, the largest single op- 
position group in the country, was 
killed and nearly 400 persons, most- 
ly Mujahideen adherents, were In- 
jured when Moslem militants tried 
to break up a rally of 100,000 at the 
Axnjadieh Stadium, near the U.S. 
embassy. 

In the harshest comment yet on 
any national issue, the son of 
Khomeini called for the arrest of all 
militant leaders, but did not name 
anyone. 


The fundamentalist newspaper, 
"Islamic Republic." accused the 
left-leaning Mujahideen of trying 
“to create martyrs tor itself* to 
further “the interests of American 
imperialism” in the midst of an 
Iran-U.S. confrontation on the 
hostage crisis. 

The five-hour shooting was the 
heaviest around the U.S. embassy 
since the hostages were seised 
November 4, 1979. Witnesses said if 
hostages still remained inside the 
compound, the shooting could easi- 
ly have given the impression of a 
rescue attempt. 

Former attorney-general 
Ramsey Clark will return from his 
controversial trip to Iran tonight 
and will hold a news conference in 
New Tork tomorrow, Clark's law 
partner said Friday. 

President Carter has said it was 
his ' Inclination’ ’ to prosecute Clark 
for violating a presidential ban on 
travel to Iran, and he said it was his 
guess that the Department of 
Justice, which Clark once headed, 
would seek civil or even criminal 
penalties against Clark. (UPI. AP) 


‘Polite’ gunmen release 
Milan bank hostages 


MILAN (AP); — Three well- 
mannered gunmen surrendered 
yesterday after releasing unharm- 
ed the last of 36 hostages they had 
seized late Friday in a foiled 
robbery attempt at a downtown 
bank, 3 >olice saW- -^ 

The' bandits. Wer e not political 
terrorists. Twi^Sr them, who were 
brothers, gave themselves up one 
at a time after one Convinced the 
other not to commit suicide. 

The third, who had been urging 
the brothers to kill themselves, 
remained behind and shot himself 
in the upper part of his stomach. 
The bullet lodged in the lower lung 
and he was reported in serious con- 
dition at a local hospital 

"They (the bandits) were very 
distinguished gentlemen,'* 
Flladelfio Oliva, one of the 
hostages, said afterward. “They 
never bothered us at all." Other 
hostages said the gunmen politely 
excused themselves when they ac- 
cidentally brushed against the 
hostages. 

Dozens of police and 
sharpshooters surrounded the Ban- 
co di Roma office near the Milan 
cathedral after two employees 
slipped out of the bank at the start 


of the robbery attempt on Friday 
afternoon and sounded the alarm. 

Three public attorneys were In 
regular telephone contact with the 
gunmen throughout the 17-faour 
siege and repeatedly told the ban- 
dits that their position was 
hopeless. 

The gunmen freed the only three 
female hostages early in the 
takeover when the women said they 
had to use a toilet. The male 
hostages were told to use an um- 
brella stand. 

All together 14 of- the hostages 
were freed in several stages during 
the. night. The remaining 22 were 
released in a single group and the 
first of the gunmen, Armando 
Bertel 11, 38, walked out of the bank 
with his hands above his head 
roughly half an hour later. 

Bertelli was immediately rushed 
to San Vittore prison, where he 
telephoned his brother Claudio, 34, 
to say that he was all right. Claudio 
immediately left the bank with 
arms raised and was also taken to 
the prison. He called the third gun- 
man, Alberto Monfrini, S5, and urg- 
ed him to give up as well, but Mon- 
frini shot himself instead.

NEW DELHI. — Troops and police 
have arrested 1,400 persons in the 
northeastern state of Tripura 
where hundreds died In week-long 
ethnic riots, officials in the state 
capital of Agartala said yesterday. 

- Paramilitary forces are combing 
the countryside to flush out armed 
tribesmen spearheading a move- 
ment to evict Bengali settlers from 
the the state, the officials said. 

Many of the tribesmen, who 
claim their native culture is being 
eroded . by the immigrants, are 
believed to be biding In deep 
forests, they said. 

The officials confirmed the 
-arrests of 1,400 people following the 
clashes which left 315 persons dead. 
One said the area "is still tense but 
under control," 


Tripura’s Marxist Chief Minister 
Nripen Chakravarty -described the 
riots as "carnage.” ' 

"The Statesman" newspaper, 
quoting official sources in Agar- 
tala. said an estimated 1,000 people 
were killed, more than 500 injured 
and about 150,000 rendered 
homeless during the disturbances 
which flared up June 6. 

Guerrillas meanwhile killed 
three government officials in In- 
dia's northeast state of Mizoram to 
press demands for the expulsion of 
Immigrants, official sqprces said. 

In another development. Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi appointed 
her politically powerful son, San- 
jay. on Friday as a secretary of the 
ruling Congress Party. (AP, UPI, 
Reuter) 


Glider survives crash 
into electric cable 

GWENTY, Wales (AP). — A crowd 
watched in horror as Keith Cowan 
crashed his hang gilder Into a 
132 , 000 -volt electric cable during an 
exhibition in this southern Welsh 
town and then plunged 33 metres to 
the ground. 

But the 30- year-old Cowan got up 
and walked away. 

“This man is very lucky to be 
alive," said a policeman after 
Cowan's- accident.

RAWALPINDI. Pakistan (UPI). — 
A single bolt of lightning killed 18 
people and injured 23 others sleep- 
ing in a village mosque, police say.

mediately' when the lightning bolt 
struck the mosque Friday. The 
other 14 persons died on their way 
to the hospital or after they arrived. 

Police said the group went to the 
village. 200 km. northwest of 
Rawalpindi, to visit the shrine of a 
spiritual leader and slept In the 
mosque because the remote village 
had no hotel or inn. 

Iraqi embassy 
attacker dies 

ROME (Reuter). — A young Iraqi 
extremist, injured in a gunflght 
with Iraqi embassy security guards 
10 days ago, died in a Rome hospital 
yesterday, officials said. 

Mudhafar'Bakr, from Baghdad, 
was one of two armed men -who 
burst into the consular section of 
the embassy here on June 4 with a 
suitcase containing a bomb. 

Bakr, 20, was shot in the legs and 
stomach and one Iraqi guard was 
shot dead. Experts defused the 
bomb minutes before it was timed 
to explode. The motive for the at- 
tack was not known.

"Egyptian Gazette” asserted, 
Egypt has one of the. worst road 
records in the world with one vehi- 
cle in every five having a history of 
accidents. An estimated 619,100 
cars, trucks and buses were 
registered in 1979.- 

"We are not convinced that 
justice Is being handed out to those 
who kill or maim others on the 
roads. Far too few cases ever get to 
ithe courts and out-of-court 
settlements are often prejudiced by 
the comparative wealth or status of 
the violator,” the newspaper said. 

The Gazette called for stricter en- 
forcement, a hefty increase In traf- 
fic fines which now average about 
$1.50, and .more stringent driver 
tests. 

There is no driver education 
programme In Egyptian schools 
and examinations are' often cursory 
at best. This reporter obtained a 
licence by identifying one traffic 
sign and driving a car 45 metres 
into a parking lot for an inspector 
who was said to be watc h i n g from a 
building nearby. 

In addition to being dangerous, 
Cairo’s traffic is also painfully slow 
during the rush hours: 9 a.m. and 2 
p.m. for Cairenes shuttling to and 
from work and again at 7 p.m. and 
10 p-*»- tor the post-siesta crush of 
evening shoppers. 

A U.S. study un d ertak e n for the 
Egyptian government revealed 
that traffic averaged only 8 
ki lome tres an hour In key down- 
town areas during the rush periods 
and that 371.5m. a year was lost 
because of the congestion. 

Many transportation o ffici a l s see 
, creation at a subway system as the 
’ only answer to the traffic problem, 
Cairenes unable to afford cars now 
rely mainly on 1,000 buses, 40.000 
taxi cabs and limited rail service to 
the suburbs. 

The subway has been under study 
since 1954, but the estimated cost of 
32.4b. has remained beyond the 
government’s ability to fin a nc e.

sheikhdoms were merged into the 
United Arab Emirates (UEA). 

The Arabs complained to the 
Security Council, but they did not 
pursue the Issue. 

Iraq dropped any mention of the 
islands as its relations with Iran 
began to mend with the march,' 
1970. Algiers treaty between the 
Shah and then Vice-President Hus- 
sein. 

The treaty, which did not cover 
the islands, resolved longstanding 
territorial disputes between Iraq 
and Iran which had often flared into 
armed clashes, especially over 
navigation rights In the Shatt El- 
Arab estuary at the northwest end 
of the gulf. 

But relations again soured with 
the Iranian revolution under 
Ayatollah Ruholl&h Khomeini, 
whom the Iraqis, In tbelr eagerness 
to keep the Shah's friendship, had 
expelled from Iraq shortly before 
the Iranian upheaval. 

For nearly 15 years Khomeini 
had lived in self-imposed exile in 
Iraq and, with the Baathlst 
authorities' tacit approval, had 
campaigned against the Shah, prior 
to the conclusion of the Algiers ac- 
cord. 

Baghdad's Sunni rulers now feel 
threatened with Khomeini's 
success and his apparent hold over 
Iraq's estimated five million Sblas, 
the majority Moslem sect in Iran. 

Iraql-Iranlan relations 
deteriorated further last month 
when the Iraqi Information 
Minister Nasif Jassim declared the 
Algiers treaty null and void, alleg- 
ing unspecified violations of its 
provisions by Iran. 

■Jassim also said Iraq would 
never retract Its demand for the 
restoration of Arab sovereignty 
over the three islands, adding "we 
will restore the islands through 
various means.” 

In April, President Hussein ad- 
dressing a rally In Iraq asked Iran 
to withdraw from the islands, 
return to Iraq the sector of the Shatt 
El- Arab ceded under the treaty and 
to recognize as Arabs the people of 
"Arabistan," the name Iraq gives 
to the southern Iranian oil province 
ofKhuzlatan. 

“It is a good thing to avoid a colli- 
sion, unless a collision is a national 
duty. But when such a collision 
becomes a national duty Iraq will 
fight to defend the honour of the 
Arab people and the honour and 
dignity of Iraq,” the President said. 

The Iraq-Iran situation has added 
to the tension in the gulf created by 
the double shock of the Iranian 
revolution and the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan last 
December. 

Syria, Iran's staunchest Arab 
supporter and Iraq's ideological 
foe, has criticised file Iraqi cam- 
paign asjuntimely. "It is an attempt 
to disrupt the Arab front (against 
the Cam*) David accords -on' the 
Middle Past),” the Syrian Foreign 
Minister Abdul-Halim Khaddam 
told a Kuwaiti newspaper, "Al- 
Qabaa." recently. 

An open conflict with Iran over 
the islands might not help Iraq's 
drive to create for Itself a new, 
friendly Image with the gulf rulers, 
worried about Baghdad's 
territorial ambitions. 

The Arab League Secretary 
General Cbedll Kleibi has, 
however, called for an early discus- 
sion of the islands issue. 

"I believe we should discuss the 
matter as soon as possible and take 
the initiative of easing the situation 
between Iran and Iraq,” he told a 
Saudi newspaper, "Al-Rlyadh,” 
recently. (Reuter)

NO OUTSIDER can hope to un- 
derstand the turbulence that is 
now sweeping the Middle East 
unless he resolutely ignores 95% 
of the “Islamic experts.” What 
has already happened In Iran — 
and may soon be happening In 
several other countries 
thereabouts — Is not in fact 
peculiarly ■’oriental"- or 
"religious." or In the least In- 
scrutable. 

This may seem a bit hard to 
swallow. After all It was ap- 
parently an Islamic revolution 
that overthrew the Shah last 
year In Iran. It was Moslem ex- 
tremists that occupied the Great 
Mosque in Mecca most recently, 
and terrified the Saudi regime 
out of its wits. 

Nor is it just America’s 
strategic dependencies which 
are threatened: the Boviet 
Union’s closest Middle Eastern 
allies are equally infected by the 
"Islamic revival." In both Iraq 
and Syria, the socialist regimes 
of the rival Baath Party factions 
are already fighting tor their 
Uvea against terrorists whose 
badge is religious orthodoxy. 

The fact is that there is no 
meaningful "Islamic men- 
tality" except in the sense — far 
too broad to be useful — that one ' 


could apeak of a "Christian 
mentality." The Internal 
variations of doctrine and style 
within Islam and Christianity 
are almost as great as -the 
differences between the two 
faiths. 

These variations are mostly 
attributable to national 
differences anyway: the 
patterns of thought and 
behaviour of Christian Greeks 
are much closer to those of 
Moslem Turks t han they are to 
Christian Swedes. This is hardly 
surprising, for after all Islam 
and Christianity are In 
historical terms twin heresies 
from the same source, two 
attempts to universallse the 
values of the Jewish faith and 
spread it beyond the Chosen 
People. 

They have been remarkably 
kucceessful, so much so that 
Christianity and Islam — 
together with that more recent 
Judaeo-Chrlstian heresy, Marx- 
ism — now dominate three 
quarters of the world. It is not in 
the least difficult for any 
member of this broad cultural 
group to understand the thought 
processes of another, once the 
language barrier la surmounted 
— though all of them have great 
difficulty In grasping the men- 


tality of truly different cultures 
like the Hindu or the Buddhist. 

THOSE WHO try to the 

present Middle Eastern up- 
heavals in terms of a special 
"Moslem mentality" either 
don’t know the region, or else 
they are experts seeking 
employment. In fact, both the 
religions and the anti-Western 
elements in contemporary Mid- 
dle Eastern revolutions are 
simply handy instruments in 
perfectly straightforward social 
revolutions of a kind everyone in 
the West should recognise from 
bis own history. _ 

All the revolutionary activity 
bi the region — In Afghanistan. 
Iran, Iraq and Syria alike — is a 
revolt of the traditional middle 
class and the urban poor against 
the Westernised elites 
(including the Marxist ones) 
who have hitherto been the 
beneficiaries of development. 
The principal leaders of this 
revolt are the bazaar merchants 
and the intellectuals who have 
been educated in the native 
language and the traditional 
culture. 

Given the nature of the post-- 
colonial education system in 
these countries, it Is inevitable- 
that this latter group are mostly 
of humble origins and rural 


background. Together with the 
urban merchants artisans, 
these people comprise the 
traditional leadership group — a 
pre-modern middle class, if you 
like — that has been pushed 
aside by the new elite which en- 
joys Western education, con- 
trols the government, and reaps 
most of file benefits of develop- 
ment. 

The counter-offensive against 
the elite Is everywhere led by 
this traditional middle class, 
whose political vocabulary, with 
its roots In the native language, 
does not comfortably embrace 
European concepts like 
liberalism or Marxism. Besides, 
these concepts are already the 
property of their enemies, the 
Western-educated ruling elite. 

The ambitious lower middle 
classes know only one ideology 
— religion — which they s hare 
with the impoverished t tumh i of 
the population. So Islam 
becomes the ideology of revolt 
in Moslem countries, as the 
traditional middle class forges a. 
(temporary) alliance with the 
deprived masses by accusing 
the establishment whom it 
wishes to replace of being 
"tr^eIIgious. ,, 

It is a very effective accusa- 
tion against ruling es- 
tablishments who in truth are 


usually alienated from the 
traditional religious culture. It 
is especially effective in coun- 
tries like Iraq and Syria, where 
the governing establishment 
comes from a minority religious 
sect, or in nations like Iran and 
Afghanistan, where the ruling 
elite depends on the highly visi- 
ble support of non-Moslem 
foreigners. 

But the "Islamic 
revolutions." are not really 
about religion. Even in Iran, 
where the lower middle class’s 
• former allies, the Moslem 
clergy, are now trying to kidnap 
the revolution and Inatal 
themselves in power, the main 
long-term change is almost cer- 
tain to be a shift of wealth and 
political Influence to the broad 
middle class, at the expense of 
the former upper and upper- 
middle classes. The poor are un- 
likely to benefit .very. greatly. 

This process la basically very 
similar to the revolutions of the 
late 18 th and early 19th cen- 
turies In Europe. For specific 
and obvious reasons the pom- 
parable revolutions in the Mid- 
dle East now have an Islamic 
and an td -foreign tincture, but 
they are in fact evidence that 
the modernisation process la 
finally striking deeply Into 
-‘Moslem societies.

This will also in- 
crease the maximum first prize to 
Blm. The draw for the five weekly 
night tickets fo London will con- 
tinue throughout the year, Oren 
said. 

The record amount invested In 
one week last season was IS4.1m., 
with an average of IS2.6m. weekly.

THE O V EH WHELMING victory of the Eigbt*Eeligious Castel 
bloc in last week's Hebrew University student union, elections 
has provided the Likud with a sorely needed ray of sunshine in a 
political, climate otherwise marked by unremitting gloom. 

No wonder tben that Prime Minister Begin has seized on that 
victory as a harbinger of better things to come for his party. 
That despite the fact that nearly all serious analysts, not to men- 
tion Labour opponents, have been predicting relegation of the 
Likud to the role of opposition following the next elections. 

Mr. Begin may be an unpopular Prime Minister, but he is a 
master of his craft of party tactician. He knows what he is say- 
ing. The Hebrew University student elections when analyzed in 
detail do indeed provide a ray of hope for the Likud, and con- 
versely a timely warning for the over-confident Labour Align- 
ment! 

What stands out in these elections is not only the undeniable 
right wing victory, hut the unusually high voting participation 
on the part of a student body renowned for its political apathy, 
which made that victory possible. 

The one special issue at the Hebrew University which did not 
figure In those other elections was that of the growing militancy 
of the Arab students and the failure of the University ad- 
ministration to control their ever more violent demonstrations 
which usually Invoked explicit support for the PLO. 

It was on that issue that the Castel bloc succeeded in labelling 
the Labour-Mapam-Sheli Left Campus bloc as supporters of 
spineless apologists for the excesses of the militant Arab 
students. 

That issue was apparently sufficient to rouse thousands of 
otherwise apathetic Jewish students from their torpor and send 
them in. droves to vote for the Right. 

There Is a lesson here for the Labour Alignment and for Op- 
position leader and prime ministerial pretender, Shimon Feres: 
the one issue on which Mir. Begin and the Likud have a serious 
hope of preventing a Labour victory in the next elections is that 
of Labour vacillation on the Palestinian question. 

Indications have been mounting that Mr. Begin, indeed, in- 
tends to label Mr. Peres and the Alignment as the party that is 
certain to "sell out" to the FLO once the post-election American 
steamroller starts rolling over Israel. 

Whether or not the electorate will buy such a label will depend 
on developments within Labour, on the timing and intensity of 
American pressure, and on the quality and clarity of Mr. Peres' 
leadership. 

It goes without Baying that labour must distance itself as 
clearly as possible from the ideological obstinacy and myopia of 
the Likud. There is a danger, however, that in seeking to so dis- 
tance itself, Labour may commit the error of veering to the op- 
posite ideological pole of buying the Shell line of the innate 
moderation of the PLO. This could prove to be the kiss of death 
in the elections. 

Labour has traditionally been the party of pragmatism that 
has striven to establish and speak for a broad national consen- 
sus' an foreign affairs. Many in the electorate who are still chary 
of voting for Labour will be watching to see whether Mr. Peres 
is capable of rising above his tendency to be all things to all 
men. He must he able to unite the mainstream of hiaparty 
around a broadly based, consensus on. the issue of the ad- 
ministered territories, even at the risk of losing the support of 
either or both extremes. 

Negev air base cover-up 

THE CONSTRUCTION of the two Negev air bases to replace 
those Israel will be giving up in the Sinai when the IDF’s 
redeployment is completed In 1982, has been a source of con- 
troversy from the outset. 

Despite extensive lobbying from the powerful Israel contrac- 
tors' association, the government has remained firm: the 81.4 
billion the project is to cost will be spent almost entirely on 
foreign, American firms, so as to limit the inflationary 
press ures on Israel's super-heated economy. 

But by all accounts, things have got out-of-hand. Ac- 
cusations of maladministration and horrific waste which have 
been denied only half-heartedly by the top brass, have been 
appearing almost daily in the press. Far more serious charges 
have not been published only because of the stringent libel laws 
in Israel — but their authenticity is vouched for by experts. 

There are reports of high living by the foreign engineers and 
administrative staffs — some of whom are said to insist on the 
same standards they became used to while working in Saudi 
Arabia and other oil-rich emirates. And conversely, the shabby 
manner in which imported, unskilled labourers from Thailand 
and Portugal were treated by the consortium bureaucrats, is a 
matter of common knowledge. 

Nor, one suspects, can reports of poor planning, un- 
professional hiring practices for senior posts, abominable quali- 
ty control of materials purchased, and questionable bookkeep- 
ing procedures, be dismissed out of hand. 

The fact that the U.S. government, as part of the Camp David 
'package deal', allocated 8800m. for the project, is good reason . 
for the Israel government and the builders to treat that aid 
money with all the respect due to the hard-pressed American 
taxpayer. The fact that any overrun above the 8800m. is to be at 
Israel's expense is all the more cause for concern. 

The construction project Is one qf the .largest in Israel's 
history. The American builders and their Israeli partners have 
done their utmost this past year to hide as much as possible 
from the eyes of the public. 

The cover-up appears to be continuing. The suspicions, fuelled 
daily by additional rumours, make it essential that the State 
Comptroller cast Ms practised eye over the state of affairs at 
the Ovda and Matred airbase projects.

Yosef Mendelevich, sent to Israel 
through friends in Moscow two 
months ago. 

THERE HAS BEEN light find 
shadow In the saga, of Soviet Jewry ' 
over the past decade. The heavy 
gates have been slightly pushed 
ajar, and thousands of Jews 
managed to squeeze through the 
crack, many seeking a better life in 
the West and in Israel, some arriv- 
ing here brimming with Idealism 
and fervent dreams like the Lovers 
of Zion a century ago. 

Yet not even all of the Jews who 
leave the Soviet Union these days 
remember those who made the ex- 
odus possible, who opened the way 
for the exodus, some of them are 
still paying for the freedom. of 
others. 

In 1970, a desperate group in 
Leningrad planned to steal a Soviet 
plane and fly it to freedom. They 
never managed to carry out their 
scheme. Doomed to operational 
failure from the outset, it succeed- 
ed in attracting world attention to 
the plight of Soviet Jews. 

The Leningrad trial which follow- 
ed and which began exactly 10 
years ago, are seen today as the 
turning point in the history of Jews 
In the Soviet Union. 

The conspirators received heavy 
sentences. Some were sent away 
for 15 years of hard labour. The 
women in the group — Mary 
Khnokh and Sylva Zalmans on — 

were the first to be freed. Then 
Israel Zalmenson followed them to 
Israel. Seven more were released 
last year in a spy exchange deal 
with the Americans — group 
leaders Edouard Kuznetzov and 
Mark Dymshitz, Ze’ev Zalmanaon, 
Arye Khnokh, Hill el Butman, Baris 
Penson and Anatoly Altman. 

BUT THE KREMLIN works in 
mysterious ways. Three of the 
Leningrad trial defendents are still 
imprisoned, doing hard labour. 
Two, Alexei Murzhenko and Yuri 
Feodorov are non-Jews. The third 
is Yosef Mendelevich, regarded by 
his friends as “the Jewish Soul" of 
their group. On June 15 he will have 
spent ten of his 33 years behind 
bars; in two more years his 
sentence is up. 

Mendelevich's ordeal is com- 
plicated by the fact that he has be- 
come devoutly religious. This does 
not endear him to Us wardens, nor 
does the fact that he’s been caught

running underground vlpanim in 
the prison camps. He once spent a 
full five moths in solitary confine- 
ment in a punishment cell for refus- 
ing to work on the Sabbath, 
although he had filled his seven 
days hard labour quota in six. 

But worst of all, he keeps strictly 
kosher, which means that he gets 
even fewer calories other un- 
dernourished and overworked in- 
mates. In 10 years he had not eaten 
any cooked food; his diet is mostly 
bread and water. This has severely 
affected his health. He recently was 
hospitalized for three months due to 
malnutrition, which left him unable 
to sit or stand unaided. 

Much of the mail sent him is con- 
fiscated and in the past seven years 
he has not been permitted a single

fort" 

Concern for others does not even 
let him fully enjoy the matsa he 
receives from friends for Pessah.

THE FAROES INSTITUTE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Poet 

Sir, — We refer to the article en- 
titled "Growing into Judaism” by 
Allan Rabinowitx, which appeared 
in your Shavuot Supplement. Both 
of us have been learning on a part- 
time basis -at the Pardes Institute, 
the subject of the article, for the 
past year and a half. 

The article describes the Pardes 
Institute as If its format and 
curriculum were designed to be rap 
sessions on personal dilemmas in 
traditional Judaism. What is 
omitted is that students learn In the 
style of conventional yeshivot 
between 10 and 12 hours a day, 
which are divided between study* in 
pairs and formal classes. The 
curriculum covers Bible, Jewish 
Law (Halacba), Philosophy of 
Halacha. Mlshna. Gemara, Jewish 
History, Midrash, Rambazn 
(Maimonides) , the Siddur, and the 
Holocaust. 

It Is in this formal framework 
that questions arise of a student’s 
inability to reconcile the text with 
modernity, his experience or Ms 
viewpoint. Questions are con- 
fronted and addressed by students 
and faculty together by examining 
texts, modern writers .-and other 
material germane to the Issue. 

The article’s failure to describe 
the format of studies results In a 
distortion of the educational design 


of Pardes. From the article, one 
would assume that, sandwiched 
between an ulpan and a service 
project, is a loose encounter with 
Tora and Judaism where “students 
and teachers approach each 
other.. .with absolute honesty" on 
the 1 order of a California 
consciousness-raising session. We 
would like to make clear that 
although a strength at Pardes is its 
willingness to use various teaching 
methods, all learning is grounded In 
traditional texts and forms. 

Mr. Rattnowitz remarks that the 
presence of women In the classes 
prevents our being pigeonholed Into 
uncharitable categories in the texts. 
This is a simplistic observation 
since the difficulties exist In the 
text regardless of who Is studying it 
and cannot be resolved merely by 
having a woman read the words. 

The author’s suggestion that dis- 
cussions of the sexual purity laws 
are opportunities for "all the subtle 
sparring games of flirtation to 
come out" is further evidence of the 
highly personalized characteriza- 
tion of the learning. We are frankly 
embarrassed that a fellow student 
responded in this way to the 
material. . . 

The author suggestion that dls- 
teachers... first educated" as 
Reform Rabbis; in fact, there are 
two out of a faculty of nine, the 


other seven being of traditional 
backgrounds. 

Pardes’ attempt is an ambitious 
undertaking, reporting on it even 
more so; hence bur attempt to cor* 
rect what we feel to be an inac- 
curate depiction of the Institute.
